 FRBEPORT du.) Aug. 27:—The. railway. | 
mail dlerks of the United States are con- 
| siderably wrought up over general order 
No. 378, tssued by General Superintendent 
White; which requires them to take up 


| their residence at some point on ‘their 


route on or before May 1, 1896; 

Mail clerks in ‘northwestern Minots, ‘in 
compliance with this order, were prepar- 
ing to move to Freeport, Rockford,’ Elgin, 
Belvidere, or other towns’ on the route 
most convenient to them.

HENNEPIN IN CANAL. 


The East End “Now Ready for the 
Contractors. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

PRINCETON (III.) Aug. 27.—The east 
end of the Hennepin Canal is now ready 
for the contractors. The trees and un- 
derbrush have been removed from the 
first five miles of the right-of-way, and 
tomorrow the bids for the excavations 
and locks. wil? be opened, and, within 
a few days, the contracts will be awarded, 
with the provision that active work Shall 
be commenced within ten days. The gov- 
ernment force of 130 men has now 
pressed on to the second four miles, and 
inside of four weeks that , will be 
ready for contract. 

This canal, the construction of which 
has been advocated for many years, is 
to form one of the links of a gigantic 
waterway, which will connect the North- 
western States with Lake Michigan ai 
Chicago. It leaves the Mississippi River 
below Rock Island, near the mouth of 
Rock River, and runs along the latter to 
a point near Colona, from which point it 
goes up tthe valley of Green River for 
a short distance, and then strikes across 
the prairie in an almost direct line to- 
ward Wyanet. At the latter point it 
leaves the prairie and commences the de- 
scent to the Illinois River by utilizing the 
valley of the Bureau River. 

By the use of this canal a distance of 
about six hundred miles. will be saved to 
the river craft in shipping from Dubuque, 
St. Paul, or any point on the Mississippi 
River north of Rock Island. 


A BIG FIRE.

Navigation on Lake Michigan Diffi- 
; ‘cult Because of Smoke. 
Associated Press Leased-wire’ Services.’ 

CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—Lake Michigan has 
been completely enveloped by a thick: cloud 
of smoke caused by forest fires in Wiscon- 
sin. and northern Michigan’ for the past 
three days that has limited the range of 
vision in every direction to a quarter of a 
mile. Through this the sun shone like a 
ball of fire. and the tooting of the. fog. sig- 
nal out on the water sounded monotonously 
at short intervals. Navigation on the lake 
was attended with dangers, as captains of 
steamers could not see half à dozen 
boat-lengths ahead, and had to run slow 
and sound the fog signal constantly. 

All boats were several hours late in ar- 
riving, and tonight there .were. many in- 
quiries for steamers which were due, but 
still. groping around out, on the the lake, 
Lake captains, after comparing notes, 
camé to the conclusion that this was the 
thickest smoke on this end of the lake 
from forest fires that they have. known for 
several years. Captains of arriving steam- 
ers all had stories to tell of the difficulties 
of. navigation in the smoke. For many 
days the smoke has been very heavy over 
the lower end of the lake, but the prevail- 
ing south winds kept it away trom ee 
part of the lake.

A Water-main Burst at 
New Tork.

NEW ‘YORK, Aug. 27.—John’ D. 


Lexington-avenue + cable road in Harlem. 
At One Hunded and Twenty-fifth stree: 
the Lexington- avenue workmen have dug 
an‘excavation 45 feet long, 25 feet witle 
and 10 feet deep. At this point there is 
a network of water, gas and sewer mains 
all unprotected. and unsupported. Last 
night one of the water mainst burst and 
caused a deluge. that floodei the entire 
distriot north of that street t the Harlem 
River... 

Watchman Yale, who was standing on 
the improvised wooden bridge that spans 
the hole, heard a loud ‘hiss down dn the 
excavation. As be startsd to make an in- 
vestigatica there was a. loud report like 
a huge blast that shook all the buildings 
in the vicinity and could be heard halt a 
mile away.

Some startling Ideas of the Size of 
the British Capital. 
{From a Special Contributor.) 
A great many of your readers have been 
to. London and yet they know little or 
nothing about it. I do not believe there 
is anyone in the metropolis who is ac- 
quainted with all its parts and districts. 
Its statistics are upon such an enormous 
scale that we are astounded when told 
of them. It is only by comparison that 
we can comprehend London facts. Every 
sixth man in the realm is a Londoner. 
There are more Roman Catholic in London 
than in Rome; more Jews than in Palestine; 
more Scotchmen than in Aberdeen; more 
Welshmen than in Cardiff; more Irishmen 
than in Belfast. Eight hundred thousand 
persons enter and leave the city daily. 
London contains over 700,000 houses and 
its streets, placed end to end, would ex- 
tend nearly 3000 miles. Its 1500 churches 
would not bold a tenth of the inhad!tants 
“who occupy the above-mentioned houses. 
They consume ‘annually 800,000 oxen, 
4,009,000 sheep, calves and pigs, 1,000,000 
head of pdultry and game and over 130,- 
000. tons of fish. They drink 180,000,000 


wine, 18,000,000 quarts of spirits. Reckon- 
ing double lines there are 750 miles. of rail- 
way in the metropolis. Innumeradle gas- 
lamps cost the city nearly $4,000,000 an- 
nualiy, and 11,000,000 tons cf coal are used 
yearly. The daily water supply is 150,000,- 
000 gallons, derived from the Thames, New 
River and the Lee. The amnibuses. and 
cabs do an enormous business, and it is 
ith pride the driver and conductor answer 
the questions put to them by the American 
traveler. They were first used in London 
in 1829, and the “traffic has gone on, in- 
creasing year by year with the increase 
of the city. The London General Omni- 
bus Company run daily 660 “busses. This 
company owns the ‘greatest number, but 
pot all the omnfbuses used in this vast 
cit 

8 company's horses number over 
seven thousand, and the animals all have 
three months’ vacation in the year, which 
may account for their fine appearance. 
The drivers work fifteen ° ‘hours a day, 
and travel over a distance covering eighty 
miles in that time. They are a hearty- 
looking set of men, for, like the horses, 
they are well fed, and keep their posi- 
tions for years. Owing to the damp cli- 
mate and their cramped position, however, 
they suffer much from rheumatism. A 
conductor told me he had traveled on 
our "bus twelve years, and received a 
dollar a day. When informed he could 
earn much more in America, he answered: 
“But you pay more for rents and cloth- 
ing, so I am as well off here.’’ The omni- 
buses. hold twelve inside and fourteen out- 
side, and each person pays from 2 to 12 
cents, according to distance, which seems 
a just way of regulating fares. 
On Sunday afternoon an old woman. in 
a poke bonnet and kong veil spends consid- 
erable time in distributing illustrated re- 
Higious papers to these men. She is bent 
with age, and rather than have her walk 
from "bus to bus the conductors gather 
around her and receive two papers, one of 
which they hand to the driver. 

There are only about six hundred tram- 
ways, or horse cars, in London, but the 


sand, and among them are ex-Members of 
Parliament, baronets, doctors, green gro- 
cers, and all kinds of shopkeepers, me- 
chanics and clerks; indeed, men in all 
stations of life. Sixty-five years ago cab- 
riolets, soon shcrtened into cabs, were 
started in London. Great interest was 
taken in the cabmen by the Earl of 
Shaftesbury, who started an association 
for their benefit and improvement, now 
aided by the wives of mombers of Par- 
liament. 
win admit that cabmen,'''as a rule, are 
civil enough, if they are civilly treated, 
and -not screwed down to their regular 
fare. They pay about $5 a day for their 
cabs, if not fortunate enough to own them, 
and one cannot wonder that it would 
be impossible for them to live, if they 
got only what the law allows, which is 
25 cents for a two-mile ride, The railway 
stations being considered private property, 
the cabmen have to pay a penny before 
entering them, and these they call free 
stations. Should à Fabman wish to re 
maln off duty on Sunday, he is obliged 
to pay 75 cents to the owner of the cab. 
They are also liable to heavy fines for 
small offenses. To show the honesty of 
cabmen, 60,000 articles. were given up 
which had been left in cabs during one 
year.

CLEVELAND’S LATEST. 


The new tariff bill became a law at 
midnight last night, ten days after it 
was sent to the President. As was 
expected, Mr. Cleveland did not ap- 
prove it to the extent of giving it his 
signature nor did he dare face the 
clamor that would follow a veto of 
what he characterizes as a measure 
very disappointing to him. He simply 
straddled. The alleged reasons for 


this action of the deserted Moses of 


tariff reform are to be found in a let- 
ter addressed to,.Ropresen ta ti ye-Gatch: 
-ings of Mississippi, which, while it 
doubtless conveys to some extent the 
sentiments of Mr. Cleveland, is 
couched in language so different from 
his usual ponderous style as to cause 
a doubt that it was’ penned by the 
same hand which has given his former 
‘lueubrations to the country. 

In beginning his letter, Mr. Cleve- 
land says that when Congress entered 
upon the formulation of tariff legisla- 
tion, nothing was further from his 
anticipation than a result which he 
could not promptly and enthusiastic- 
‘ally indorse.

feeling of the ‘utmast disappointment 
that I submit to a denial of this privi- 
lege. I do not claim to be better than

‘A Trifle of Thirty-seven Million 
Miles. 

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 27.—(To the ae“ 
of The Times:) In my article on Mars, 
printed in your paper this morning, tbe 
typesetter made me say that Mars will be 
4,000,000 miles distant from the earth at 
the approaching opposition in October, in 
place of 41,000,000 miles, as I wrote it. 
He simply dropped the figure 1, and while 
a typographical error would be obvious to 
an astronomer, it would be misleading to 
‘the average reader. If Mars were to ap- 
proach within 4,000,000 miles it would pre- 
sent a disc so large and bright that the 
electric nent company would turn off its 
lights. nearest approach to the earth 
at any time is about 35,000,000 miles, and 
that occurs only once in fifteen years, 
when, during opposition, the earth is in 
aphelton, or at its greatest distance from 
the sun, and Mars is in perihelion, or at its 
N approach to the sun. That condi- 

ion will next occur in 1907. It was during 
such an opposition in 1877 that the two 
moons of Mars were discovered by Asaph 
Hall with the 15 twenty-six inch telescope 
at Washington.

The Caucus in Pasadena: 

PASADENA, Aug. 27.—(To the Editor of 
The Times:: Much misunderstanding 
seems to have arisen regarding the uses 
of the caucus in politics. The laws of the 
State recognize the various political par- 
ties, and provide fpr the holding of party 
conventions for the nomination of candi- 
dates for positions to be filled at the gen- 
eral elections. They also provide for the 
holding of primary elections for the elec- 
tion of delegates to these . conventions. 
These primary elections are held during 
the hours of ig and are conducted 
under certain rules as to voting, prescribed 
by the State laws. The caucus, however, 
is not provided for by statute. They are 
held an the call and under the authority of 
of the party Central Committee, and are 
more of the mature of informal gatherings 
for the selection of à list of delegates to 
be voted on at the primaries. There is no 
law compelling them to be held, or direct- 
ing the manner in which the voting shall 
be done. They are generally held in the 
evening, and the polls, if the yoting is 
done in this ‘manner, are seldom open 
longer than half an hour. 

The caucus has fallen into disrepute 
among a great many people, because of the 
opportunities for manipulation by profes- 
sional politicians. It is claimed that the 
safeguards as to voting, which are thrown | 
about the primary and general elections 
are too frequently absent from the caucus 
meetings. Certainly the animosities and 
ill-feeling ‘too often engendered at these 
meetings are to be deplored by all good 
Republicans. Yet the caucus, if honestly 
conducted, may be the true expression of 
the wishes of the majority of those pres- 
ent. The names there selected are se- 
lected for the purpose of being voted on/ 
by the people at the primary elections. 
Only one list of delegates is chosen at the 
caucus, and if this were to be the only 
ticket offered at the primaries, there would 
be no reason for holding the primaries. A 
voter who did not favor the ticket nomi- 
nated by the caucus could not vote at all. 

“The Republican Central Committee, in 


‘| their published call, left it optional with 


the committeemen of each district whether 
or not caucuses should be held in their re- 
spective districts. The Pasadena commit- 
teemen, acting upon this, decided to leave 
the matter open, and make no call for a 
caucus in Pasadena, unless specially re- 
quested to do so. It seems that the 
friends of Mr. Wright had at first deter- 
mined upon the petition method of nomi- 
nating delegates to be voted upon at the

No Exact Cause of Death Yet De 
‘termined Upon by ‘the 
Physicians 


Coroner Cates to Hold an Trquest fi: 
This Morning, When the’ Result * 
ot the Examination Will’ 


Yesterday ‘morning, just before the hour 
ot moon was struck, the report that | 
Thomas J. Weldon had died suddenly was 
ndised about the strevts, At first the story 
was believed to be only an Idle rumor, and 
friends of Mr. Weldon laughed at the 
idea as ridiculous. But wien a second re- 
port came the matter was investigated, 
and then it was found that the news was 
only too true. ; 

Mr. Weldon was rooming at the Colum © 
‘bia lodging-house on Broadway, ‘opposite 
the Sixth-street Market, and yesterday 
morning his dead and stiffened body was 
found in bed. The face was somewhat dis-. 
colored, and a thread of foam-oozed from 
the mouth, while the hands were clenched 
upon the breast. It was very evident that 
death had come suddenly, and all sorts of 
stories of suicide and.murder were ah * 
set afloat. 

Coroner Cates the house .soon 
after the body was discovered, and to- 
getner with Chief of Police Glass made a 
thorough search of the room. The clothes 
of the deceased were disposed about in 
perfect order, and there was nothing about 
the apartment to indicate that any act, of 
violence had been done. In the top drawer | 
of the bureau, however, a bottle about one- 
fourth full of morphine was found. This 
seemed at first to su ntiate the theory 
of suicide; but the fact that no writing of 
any sort was left, and no apparent cause 
existed for such an act, argued against _ 
this idea, for Mr. Weldon’ s business and 
family affairs were in the best of condi+ 
tion and no inharmony was known to ex- 
ist in any quarter. 

The body of the deceaséd was taken to 
the undertaking parlors of Orr & 
and late in the afternoon Dr. Ainsworth. 
with the assistance of several other 
cians, began the making cf a post-morte 
examination. The examination was 
concluded last night, and 
nothing as yet has deen learned as to the 
exact cause of death. The result of the 
doctors’ labors will be made public at the 
Coroner’s inquest, which will be held this 
morning at 9 o’clock. 

Mr. Weldon had many friends in South- 
ern California. In times past he has beer 
engaged in several important business en- 
terprises, and has been connected in 
official capacity with the 
Merchants’ and the California 
was a member of the present Board of.

Mrs. Weldon and the son and daughter 
of the deceased are now in San Fran 
where they received the sad news. of 
Weldon’s death by telegraph.

The Courts. 
A SUPREME COURT DBCISION IN THE 
LACBY-PORTER CASE. 28 

In the case of James Lacey (appel | 
vs. George K. Porter (respondent) 
Supreme Court ‘has: ordered the former 
judgment entered affirmed. 

On October 13, 1891, the.defendant made 
a complaint against Lacey, charging him 
with threatening to enter upon and de- 
of the Porter Land 
and Water, Company. Upon this complaint 
the Justice of the Peace issued. a war- 
rant, and Lacey was arrested the same 
day, but being unable to give bail that 
evening was committed to jail, where 
he remained seventeen hours. He was 
afterward examined before the justice and 
discharged, and thereupon brought action 
against Porter for malicious prosecution. 
A jury trial was had, and at the con- 
clusion of the evidence the defendant 
moved the court to instruct the jury to 
acquit. The instruction was given, and 
from the judgment and order denying a 
new trial the appeal was taken. 

The Supreme Court, in ruling upon one 
question brought up on appeal, says tha 
no complaint was made by the plaintiff 
other than that the prosecution was mali- 
cious and without probable cause, and 
these conclusions, he contended, should 
have been submitted to the jury. Some 
questions arising from the admission of 
evidence was also made. 

The lands of the Porter Land and Wa- 
ter Company were a part of a Mexican 
grant, the south half being owned by 
the Los Angeles Milling Company. Other 
“portions were owned dy individuals. At 
the time of bis arrest the plaintiff was 
a member of the San Fernando Protective 
Association. This organization had a writ- 
ten constitution and various officers. The 
membership fee was $15, and the object 
of the association was to have the title 
to certain portions of the San Fernando 
lands: declared invalid and ‘the property 
open to settlement. The association em- 
ployed a man named Grove to survey and 
subdivide the south half of the grant, 
which was allotted to the members in 
individual parcels of 160 acres each, and 
by October 8 some fifty or sixty shanties 
had been erected. In the opinion of the 
Supreme Court the character of the entry 
upon and occupation of the lands was 
doubtful. It was the unlawful and forci- 
ble entry by a large number of persons 
‘upon the peaceable and active session 
of another, whose title was evidenced by 
. patent of the United States. Nor were 


a 


e lands wild and unimproved, but for | 


many years, certainly’ fifteen or twenty 
years, had been regularly cultivated, and 
at the time of the entry the stubble of 
the preceding harvest was on the ground. 
The. constitution of the association was 
put in evidence by the plaintiff, who ad- 
mitted that he was a member, and that 
the object of the organization was to 
“jump the land.“ 
The circumstances relied upon by the

LEDESMA IS LIVELY. 


THE BURGLARIOUS MEXICAN

He is Rational, and Takes Considera- 
ble Interest in His Surround- 


ings—Some New Develop- 
ments in the Case.

Jesus Ledesma, the young Mexican who 
was shot by Anna Cull, the servant girl 
at Mrs. Lecouvreur’s residence, on South 
Main street, while attempting to force 
an entrance to the house, appeared to be 
in a very ‘cheerful frame of mind yester- 
day. The physi¢ians probed in vain for 
the bullet, which is lodged somewhere 
in Ledesma's brain, yesterday morning, 
and were finally obliged to cease their 
search and bandage up the wound. Un- 
der ordinary circumstances a bullet strik- 
ing the head and entering the brain over 
the eye will produce death in a very short 
time, but Ledesma seems to lead a 
charmed life, and, like all tough charac- 
ters, is hard to kill. There are slight 
chances for the man’s recovery. 

Yesterday several police officers rec- 
ognized Ledesma as the man they have 
been seeking for during the past six 
months. The fellow is known as Peep- 
ing Tom,“ from his habit of annoying 
women and children by his attentions. 
It is even now thought that, perhaps, he 
did not intend to rob the house, but that 
he was pursuing his usual line of search 
for subjects to torment, in which case 
the offense would have been of greater 
than that of burglary. 

he girl, Anna Cull, called at the po- 
Vice station yesterday to see Ledesma, 
and recognized him as @ man who Had 
been persecuting her with his attentions 
for some time past. She says that she re- 
peatedly warned the fellow not to molest 
her, and refused to have anything to fo 
with him. This seemed to anger Ledesma, 
and, it is claimed, he threatened the 
young woman’s life. Miss Cull appeared 
to be perfectly at ease, and, while regret- 
ting the notoriety of the affair, is satis- 
fied that she was justified in her action. 
Ledesma recognized the woman when she 
went to the Receiving Hospital, and spoke 
to her. Ledesma, it appears, is a mono- 
maniac on the subject of women, and was 
written up at some length in the San 
Francisco Chronicle about a year ago, on 
account of his persecution of women in 
that city and Oakland. Officer Rico knows 
the fellow, and says that he is well edu- 
cated and has posed as a sort of law- 
yer, or legal adviser, to Mexicans in 
this city.
